The battalion destroyed was one of the 
Hurst In the Govcrment service, and the 
rebels are correspondingly jubilant.

80 great waa tbe crowd that 
the street oara ware crowded until a late 
boor, and people had to occupy aeata 
outside the wooden pavilion at the place 
o£meetiag. In the congregation were 
many white people from tbe aouthern 
states, who in tbe day* gone by had wit- 
nessed twenty to thirty such enthusiasts 
as George Winston taking part in a simi- 
lar service and they were naturally inter- 
ested in the exercises, as were also the 
northern born auditors who looked on 
the novel scene and listened with absorb- 
ing interest 
Beneath the pavilion were 


many Christian people from tbe different 
churches, and throughout the exciting 
and somewhat noisy semoe tbe colored 
preachers anil those who freely ottered 
their feeling testimonials were accorded 
respectful attention. 


Elder Jackson opened tbe meeting 


with a brief sermon, followed by prayer 
and singing 


Rev. Prior Moore, ot Oarbondale, a 


young man who waa raised in Deoatnr, 
and is a brother ot James and Robert 
Moore, anooanoed that the love-feast 
would begin at once, and he led oft by 
relating his own experience in a tender, 
affecting manner, closing with an earnest 
appeal to come to Jesus. 


Kev. Pettyman said he was a child of 


God and was not ashamed to atand op 
for Jesus. He had stood in the pool and 
had been made whole, and he felt sure 
he would sweep triumphantly through 
tbe gates into the eternal city. When he 
started on the road to heaven he made up 
his mind that it was a life-time journey. 
Some of us have pleaty of sheaves to bear 
home under our arms, and some who pro 
fess to serve tbe Lord, have not one. 


Hev Holmes after relating his experi- 


ence briefly, said tbe preachers had talked 
long enough and that he would like to 
hear from the brothers and sisters, when 
at intervals about 25 men and women 
spoke assuringly of the love of Christ in 
their hearts. Daring the service two and 
three persons were talking at1 once, and 
when one party talked too long the min- 
isters had a way of starting a song and 
thus drowning the speaker's words m 
melody.

my bones, and I want to go to heaven 
like a ehootin star, I can'i keep still," 
and while he jumped up at intervals he 
walked back and forth in front ot tbe 
crowd, delivering one of bis oharaoteris 
tic talks, extolling the Lord, and telling 
how be had served Him. His closing 
worda were, "Lovo God and serve .Him, 
and He will take us up where there is no 
sorrow and no sickness and no pain, tbe 
King will come and bless us it we pray.' 


The closing exhortation was delivered 


by Rev Moore, who made a strong, logi- 
cal and eloquent appeal, and commanded 
the attention ot all. His talk waa one of 
the best ot tbe service, and was quite ef 
fective, aa at tbe olose about ten persons 
arose for prayers, two of them white peo- 
ple He put three questions to the con- 
gregation—Who's on the Lord's side? 
Who wants to be banished from the pres 
ence of God' and Who desires to go to 
Heaven I

GEORGIA LANDS. 


Peculiar Condition* Attached to Grants Cn- 


'tier the Colonial Charter. 


The colony of Georgia was estab- 


lished in 1733 under a charter from the 
King of Great Britain, and during tho 
hrst twenty years of its existence all 
grants of land were made by tho trus- 
tees under this charter. These grunts 
were limited to tracts not exceeding 
live hundred acres atyi coupled with 
many conditions that to tho present 
generation seem extremely harsh and 
not cntiroly free from absurdity. 
For 


cxaiupjo, the grants were limited to 
the male hoirs of the grantees. The 
object of this .seemingly unfair regula- 
tion was to preserve 
the 
military 


strength of tho province, as a female 
heir might bo unmarried and thus with- 
draw from tho gairison the portion 
which should belong to a soldier. Nor 
wore the grantees at first allowed to 
sell their grants, bocauso this prlv.lege 
being permitted, tho lands which should 
bo apportioned among many might be- 
coiuo centered in a fow. On failure ol 
male heirs the land ut once reverted to 
the trustees, to bo again granted to 
such persons as the Common Council 
should think most udvautagcous to the 
colony. The rules, however, contained 
at least one clement of justioe, as the 
widows oj grantees dying w ithovit issue 
wore, during thoir lives, or titled to th« 
enjoyment of tho house and one-hall 
tho improved lunds which thoir joiul 
labors hud croatod; and special regard 
v/as tuul for daughters (presumably 
those with husbands) of those who had 
mado iniprovL'iuents upon thoir lots. 


It was also provided that the land 


granted should bo cultivated, planted, 
cleared, improved, or fenced within ten 
years from dato of tho grant, elsu such 
grant .should bo void and the land so 
unimproved should 
revert 
to 
the 


trusteoM. 


Another condition attached to tlie 


carliuf grants was that eacli persoi 
should plant one hundred white mul- 
berry trees. The projectors of the tuturo 
great State of Georgia regarded the 
cultivation of silk as tho foundation ol 
her future wealth. 


As the years rolled by it became 


more and more apparent that tho silk 
worm would prove a failure, honco that 
industry ceased to be fostered by the 
the colonist. Ono large trust lot in tho 
present city of Savannah was set apart 
for the "filature lot." whereupon was 
erected a hu"o wooden structure, speci- 
ally appropriated to the promotion of 
stlic culture. Thi^ lot is now cvoercd 
by a range of bllck trmomonts. 


In the earlier period of her history 


Uio known "Georgia," so fur as tlio 
records disclose, was conlinid to tho 
low lunds along tho coast and th 
banks of tho Savannah 
River. 
Tlio 


deeds all describe tho land as in tho 
"profluco" of Georgia, and in the dis- 
tricta of Savannah, Ebone/er, Ogee- 
ehec, etc. After tho termination of 
tho charter, in 1753 or thereabouts, all 
grants emanated from the Crown, and 
were tested bv the Governor Gouoral 
ftiul Conii-jancler-m-Chief for tho time 
being. The records render notorious 
tho fact that each of these Governors 
took care to "fuuthcr his own nest," as 
large tracts of the mo^t valuable lunds 
in the province were set aside to them. 


In 1(53 the charter of tho colony ex- 


pired, but two years prior to thnt dato 
the trustees deernsd it expedient to sur- 
lomlor thoir trust, which, after various 
negotiations, wa.i accomplished in 17, 
Their last meeting wa^> held on Juno 
23 of that year, when they executed a 
formal deed of surrender to the crown. 


The records of deeds, mortgages, 


wills, etc., which are now proie.i"Ved in 
the offices of clerks of Supeiior Courts 
and ordinaries, were, during tho col- 
onial era, kept in an oflico which was 
the equivalent to that of Soeietary of 
St!U< to-dav. The records lire now in 
the Cupitol, and are in an excellent 
state of piasorvnuon. 
They cover tho 


entire period fiotn 1734 to the. oigan- 
i'/atlon of tho State Government.—At- 
lunta Constitution.
